Judge Gresham Thought to Favor 


the Establishment of the 
Postal Telegraph. 


Persons Who Use the Mails in Pur- 


chasing Lottery Tickets to Be 
Prosecuted. 


The New Postal-Notes Growing in 


Popular Favor—Estimates for 
the Year. : 


Lieut, Garlington’s Final Statements Re-

POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 


JUDGE GRESHAM MAKING A STUDY OF THE 


SYSTEM. . 
WasHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
The Postmaster-General has nearly com- 


pleted his investigations of the postal-teie- 


graph system. In response to a direct in- 
quiry today he said that he had not abso- 
lutely reached his conelusions, but that he 
should within two weeks, and should pre- 
sent them to the President. Until then he 
would not give any information as to 
his decision. Judge Gresham has been a 
very attentive reader of all that has been 
written in the press of the day, especiai- 
ly Tus Tripune’s articles on the sub- 
ject, and has collected valuable literature 
of all countries relating to the matter. He 
expresses the opinion that the magazine 
article on the postal telegraph by Dr. Green, 
of the Western Union, evidently represents 
the Western Union side, and he does not 


think that it would have been published. 


under the eireunstances without having 
been submitted to the majorityo of wners of 
that company. 
all events, as an official statement of the 
views of the telegraph people. It is doubt- 
ful if Judge Gresham has intimated to any 
one what his recommendations will be, but 
the impression of those nearest to him is that 
he will strongly favor a or & postal telegraph. 


PENSION AGENTS. 
MORE SUSPENSIONS AND DISBARMENTS. 
WasHineTon, D. C., Oct. 24.—In addition 
to the suspensions announced yesterday the 
Secretary of the Interior, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Commissioner of Pensions, 
today suspended John M. Roux and Frank 
N. English, of Washington, and Frank T. 
McDonald, of Baltimore, from practice be- 
fore the Interior Department as pension at- 
torneys. The Secretary also disbarred from 
practice E. II. Taylor, of Vassar, Mich., and 
George W. Johns, of Washington. Taylor 
was convicted,of taking illegal fees as pen- 
sion attorney and Johns was disbarred upon 
evidence brought out during his recent trial 
for using penalty envelopes. It is alleged 
that Roux and English published false ad- 
vortisements calculated to mislead pension- 
ers and McDonaid extorted fees legally. 
CONFESSIONS OF INNOCENCE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 24.—-[Special.]— 
Francis Register, one of the suspended pen- 
sion agents, today said: “It virtually 
means my disbarment, as the dep nt op- 
erates so slowly that it will take a lon — 
before 1 can reinstated. In 1875 
suspended on account of the nom-taliliment 
ot certain technical requirements of 
bureau.

THE LO TTERIES. 

JUDGE GRESHAM PREPARED TO PUT INTO 
EFFECT THE FULL FORCE OF THE LAW. 
WASHINGTON. D. C., Oct. 24.— [Special. 

Postmaster-General Gresham has put new 

energy into his war against the lotteries, 

and now announces it to be his policy to pro- 
ceed against the patrons of lotteries as well 
as against the lotteries themselves. Those 
who buy lottery tickets probably are un- 
aware of the fact that they are not at liberty 
to use the mails for that purpose, and that 
any letter requesting that a lottery ticket be 
sentis an offense against the laws of the 

United States. Postmaster-General Gresham 

will base his action upon Sec. 3,804, Revised 

Statutes, which provides that 
No letter or circular concerning lotteries shall 

be carried in the mail. Any person who shall 

koowingly deposit or send unythingto be con- 
veyed by ae pall in violation of this section shali be 
punisba fine of uot more than $600 nor

HEY HAVE VERY: POPULAR: 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Specialj— 
Dr. McDonald, Chief of the money-order sys- 
tem, said today that the postal-notes have 
become very popular. “ The extent to which 
the notes are now in use,” he said, “ fully 
realizes my expectations. There are many 
largely employed in transmitting small 
amounts.
